Geneva, 
March 
3—(U.R)—The 
financial reconstruction of three 
European countries was on the 
agenda of the League of Nations 
Permanent Financial Committee 
when it convened here today . 
The committee is in charge 
of Monsieur Posposil, governor 
of the National Bank of Czech­ 
oslovakia and 
is composed 
of 
eight of the leading bank and 
financial authorities of Switzer­ 
land, Italy , England, Spain, Bel­ 
gium, Germany , 
France 
and 
Holland. 
One of its principal tasks has 
come to be the approving of the 
projects for the financial recon­ 
struction of 
various countries 
who ask the League’s assistance 
to that end.

Cleveland, Ohio, March 3—(U.R' 
—An extensive increase in rum 
running on the Great 
Lakes 
within the next two months is 
predicted by A1 Cohen 
of De­ 
troit, who was released here on 
a charge of bribing a U. S. cus­ 
toms patrol officer after federal 
authorities admitted a lack 
of 
evidence. 
Cohen admitted in an inter­ 
view that “things were a 
bit 
dead just now,” but pointed out 
that with the opening of lake 
navigation, Cleveland and other 
cities would show a marked in­ 
crease in bootlegging of import­ 
ed liquors. 
Cohen declared that 
imports 
during the winter in Cleveland 
had gone down to 3.500 cases of 
Canadian whiskey 
and 8,000 
cases of beer a week. 
“Put me in charge of the bor­ 
der patrol and I’ll reduce rum 
smuggling 90 percent in

Gov. A1 Smith of New York, Ex­ 
pected to Get in Race in West­ 
ern States Soon 


Los Angeles, Cal. March 3—(U.R) t 
—A three-cornered race between 
William G. 
McAdoo, 
Senator 
James A. Reed and Gov. A1 Smith 
for California’s 26 votes at the 
Democratic National convention 
in Houston loomed today . 
Senator Reed y esterday signed 
a formal declaration announcing 
that he was a candidate in the 
California presidential primary 
of May 1. The action was the 
Missquri senator’s first 
open 
avowal of his candidacy , 
al­ 
though his name already 
has 
been entered in the 
Wisconsin 
primary . 
Governor A1 Smith of 
New 
York also was expected to 
file 
in the California primary and 
although McAdoo will not be a 
eanaiate it was considered prob­ 
able that his followers 
would 
seek an uninstructed delegation 
for the national convention. 
Senator 
Reed’s 
declaration 
was followed by a sensational a t­ 
tack upon President 
Coolidge 
and Herbert Hoover. 
Before a crowd of more than 
3.000 defnocrats, Reed 
accused 
President Coolidge of “misfea­ 
sance in office.” 
Reed was denouncing the pres­ 
ident for failure to lend 
the 
powers of 
the administration j 
during the senate’s investigation 
of naval oil frauds. 
Pausing in the middle of his 
address the Missourian declared: 
“I charge President Coolidge 
with misfeasance in office. 
“The president failed to 
act 
when he should have acted. His 
failure to do his duty 
whqn 
called upon is as bad as acting 
wrongly when y ou should 
act 
rightfully .” 
Reed bitterly attacked Hoov­ 
er’s service as food adm inistra­ 
tor during the World war. 
“Herbert Hoover arbitrarily , il­ 
legally and almost feloniously , 
fixed the price of wheat,” Reed 
charged. 
“He forced American farmers 
to sell at the “Hoover level” and 
buy at the “worl level.” 


Michigan City , Ind., March 3 
—(U.R)—The Indiana state prison 
board today was to recommend 
to Gov. Ed Jackson 
that John 
Hall, convicted murderer, be giv­ 
en a 30-day respite from death. 
Hall was to die in the electric 
chair, March 9, for the murder 
of Louis Kreidler, a South Bend 
druggist. 
The board, at a meeting 
last 
night, voted to grant Hall 
the 
stay , and hold an open meeting 
March 30, at which time peti­ 
tions for and against 
a com­ 
mutation of 
sentence will 
be 
heard. 
If Governor Jackson concurs 
in the board’s recommendation, 
Hall’s execution date would ad­ 
vance to April 10.

Net Movement Last Year Was 
604,000 Persons From 
Farms 
to City —Million In 1926 


A continued movement of po­ 
pulation from farms 
to cities 
but at a less rapid rate than in 
preceding y ears is reported 
by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Eco­ 
nomics, 
U. 
S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
An 
increased 
movement froqi cities to farms 
is also reported'. 
The bureau estimates that 1,- 
978.000 persons left farms 
last 
y ear, compared 
with 
2,155,000 
in 1926, and 
1,900,000 in 1925. 
Offsetting this movement, 
1,- 
374.000 persons moved from ci­ 
ties to farms last y ear, compared 
with 1,135.000 in 1926, and 1,066,- 
000 in 1925. 
These 
figures 
show 
a net 
movement 
of 604,000 persons 
from farms to cities for the y ear, 
compared with 1,020.000 persons 
in 1926, and 834,000 persons in 
1925. Only a small 
reduction, 
however, is shown in farm popu­ 
lation, an excess of births over 
deaths bringing the population 
to 27,699,000 persons on Jan. 1, 
1928, compared with 
27,892,000 
on January 1, 1927, a decrease of 
193.000 
persons, as compared 
with a decrease of 649,000 
in 
1926, and 411,000 in 1925. 
The decrease in net city ward 
movement is considered 
to re­ 
flect the improved 
agricultural 
conditions, the disillusionment 
of those who sought better eco­ 
nomic conditions in cities and 
who are now returning to farms, 
and the slight slackening of in­ 
dustrial employ ment. A survev 
made this winter showed that 87 
per cent of those moving from 
cities to farms had had farm ex­ 
perience.

tapping th eir m essages of des­ 
pair from th e bottom of the-sea 
is likely to result in th e salvation 
of scores of th eir com rades in th e 
future. 
O ut of some 3000 ideas subm it­ 
ted to th e navy for ouick rescue 
of subm arines and salvage of the 
subm ersibles them selves, 
there 
m ay be a t least one 
sufficienty 
feasible to reduce future loss of 
life in this perilous branch 
of 
the service. At any rate, th e na ­ 
vy is proceeding on th a t 
basis 
and it is ex pected th a t th e m any 
proposals received from A m eri­ 
cans in all w alks of life will be 
subm itted to a technical 
board 
w hich will go over them careful­ 
ly . All suggestions 
are 
being 
carefully catalogued and filed by 
C apt. D. E. Thelecn, 
technical 
aid to Secretary W ilbur. 
M any of the plans subm itted 
are m ere descriptions: 
some 
come w ith elaborate 
blueprints 
and draw ings worked out by en­ 
gineers. M anv are from 
cranks 
and m anifestly absurd; 
others 
appear so plausible th a t careful 
study and actual tests m ay 
be 
req uired to determ ine th e ir m er­ 
it. 
Suggests Huge Claws 
The draw ing w ith th is story 
shows an elaborate plan w hich 
hes aroused considerable inte r­ 
est am ong some naval 
ofpcers 
and m em bers of Congress. It is 
the work of G arry M. G orden, an 
engineer. 
G orden has worked out devices 
designed to m eet all sorts 
of 
difficulties presented by sunken 
subm arines, but th e m ain 
idea 
is th a t two pontoons, connected 
by great girders, would lower a 
series of huge claws attach ed to 
and controlled bv a dfving bell, 
to pick up th e sub and bring it 
to th e surface. 
The pontoons, G orden 
say s, 
could be of any size 
desired— 
perhaps each as long as th e la r­ 
gest ocean liner. The lifting pow­ 
er would be supplied by 
huge 
turbine generators w ithin. The 
pontoons 
would be 
eq uipped 
w ith propellers so distributed as 
to prevent w eather from inte r­ 
fering w ith operations, and th e 
lines to th e diving bell and 
its 
claws below would alw ay s 
be 
subjected to 
eq ual 
pressure, 
th a nk s to eq ualizer w hich G or­ 
den claim s to have designed. 


Sea rchlig hts Under Wa ter 
The diving bell would provide 
th e brains and h ands of 
th e 
great m achine. In 
appearance, 
.the design shows, it resem bles a 
subm arine and is about 350 feet 
long, w ith propellers a t 
each 
end and on each side for steer­ 
ing. 
Big searchlights from th e div­ 
ing bell would illum inate 
th e 
situation. 
G orden also provides for 
a 
lead seal, projecting from 
th e 
diving bell w hich could be forc­ 
ed down onto th e hull of 
th e 
subm arine, w elding itself to th e 
contour and providing an a ir­ 
tig h t passage th rough which th e 
crew could escape into th e diving 
bell. 
“We would be able to ta p th e 
subm arine any w here and 
in­ 
crease its 
buoy ancy ,” 
G orden 
say s. 
“The claws can be controlled 
independently 
or 
collectively . 
W hen we first grapple w ith th e 
subm arine we can a tta c h 
as 
m any claws as we like, w orking 
it into a position—if necessary 
—w here we can th e n use them 
all as a cradle to lift her. 
A Sa fety Helmet 
“Each claw would contain 
a 
hy draulic pum p, forcing w ater 
th roug h th e end to break 
up 
m ud suction.” 
G orden reports th a t a 
large 
salvage com panv is interested 
in his device, believing th a t 
it 
m ay be of use in salvaging tre a ­ 
sure from ships now sunk so deep 
th a t divers c an’t reacli them . 
He h as also invented a safety 
helm et for 
subm arine 
crews 
w hich is to be tested Dy th e na ­ 
vy . T his is designed to eq ualize 
pressure w ith com pressed 
air 
and is eouipped w ith chem icals 
to kill off carbon diox ide. This, 
he say s, would enable m en 
im ­ 
prisoned in sunken subm arines 
to escape w ithout other aid. 


CLAIMS HE’S OLDEST 
POSTMASTER IN U. S. 


Here are two ideas for rescuing m en in sunken subm arines 
and salvaging th e under-w ater boats, w hich have been sub­ 
m itted to th e Navy D epartm ent by G arry M. G ordon, engineer.

PREPARE FOR FIRE 
The National Board of Fire Underwriters, in 
a recent issu e of “Safegu arding America Against 
lire ,” said 
regarding the nation’s 
great fire 
losses, that “carelessness linked with false econ­ 
omy in disregard of fire safety may eventu ally 
cau se an economic disaster to this natu rally lieh 
cou ntry.” 
Chief Engineer W. -F. Steffins of the 
Fire 
Protection Bu reau of the New York Central Rail­ 
road su pports this b y adding his comment that 
« advanced living dem ands advanced protection. 
“C ontrast,” said Steffins, “the standard 
of 
living of fifty years ago with that of today, in the 
average home, not only as far as food is con­ 


cerned, b u t also with reference to su ch incident­ 
al details as heating, lighting, plu mb ing, ventila­ 
tion, interior decoration, telephone, radio, phon­ 
ograph, 
vitaphone, moving 
pictu res, etc. 
In 
b rief, while we live in an age of marvels, as view­ 
ed from the standard of fifty years ago, do we 
appreciate these comforts and privileges su ffici­ 
ently to b e willing to protect them ? 
They are 
the direct 
produ ct of m an’s 
own lab or and 
b rains, yet the ab sence of application of b rains 
of the most elem ental character too frequ ently 
is the direct cau se of the destru ction in a few 
m inu tes of these comforts and conveniences that 
have b een created b y so m any years of effort. 


“The most striking illu stration of destru ctive 
forces du e to lack 01 application of b rains is re­ 
flected in the national hre loss. 
Fire, one of the 
most u sefu l agents in the service of m an, b e­ 
comes a hostile agency in careless hands, one 
that annihilates annu ally in the United States 
and Canada, property valu ed at almost 600 m il­ 
lion dollars, an am ou nt increasing annu ally at 
su ch rate as to w arrant every effort to control 
this u seless waste.” 


PROBLEMS OF RADIO BOARD 
While the Federal Radio 
Commission has 
now b een in existence for almost a year, it is b e­ 
coming reasonab ly plain tha t it has b arely s ta rt­ 
ed on its work. 
For some m onths it has b een 
b u sy canceiing, issu ing and re-issu ing permits, 
and yet, withal, it wou ld seem as if the 
con­ 
fu sion was steadily increasing. 
Radio reception 
has b ecome a trying qu estion in m any hou se­ 
holds, and 
there apparently is an 
increasing 
ab ility on the 
part of the large 
b roadcasting 
organizations to hog the air over great areas, 
thu s forcing the receivers to take their program 
or do withou t. 


Unhappily, the 
program s as arranged 
b y 
these large companies seem hardly worthy of the 
virtu al air monopoly which they have ob tained. 
Their b rilliant promises of improvements are al­ 
ways b eing made, b u t the average person who 
tu nes in of an evening may b e pardoned for feel­ 
ing tha t a great scientific achievem ent is 
not 
b eing properly u tilized. 
Meanwhile, from the 
ru ral sections of the cou ntry, reports are reach­ 
ing W ashington tha t the farm ers are apparent­ 
ly receiving everything in the way of en tertain ­ 
m ent rather than inform ation which they desire. 
It wou ld b e ju st as weil if these national b road­ 
casters and 
the 
Federal 
radio 
officials ap­ 
preciated tha t the pu b lic is not satisfied.

In fact, one of the v ery best 
tips for a tax pay er is the sug g es­ 
tion that he retain a duplicate of) 
his return for reference nex t y ear i 
The fig ures will be larg er, it is to 1 
be hoped, but any forg otten kinks 
of procedure will be there to re­ 
fresh one’s memory

THIRST, g et y our return blank 
■*- 
Incidentally , 
y ou 
will 
find 
plenty of v aluable information at­ 
tached to the return. 
If y ou’re a sing le man earning 
less than $15 00 net income y ou’re 
fortunate for two reasons. 
The 
second one is that y ou needn’t file 
any return. 
Married persons of 
less than $35 00 net income are 
well off in the same respect, but 
any body whose g ross income is 
more than $5 000 must fill the 
blank. 
The tiny 1040A blanks are for 
net incomes not abov e $5 000 when 
deriv ed chiefly from salaries and 
wag es. 
The 1040 blanks are for 
all 
other 
indiv idual 
tax pay ers. 
Net income is g ross income minus 
deductions lor such matters as 
business ex penses, losses, interest 
paid, bad debts, depreciation of 
business property and tax es other 
than federal income tax .

« 
T)ROBABLY 
most 
of 
us 
are 
especially interested in the de­ 
ductions we can take oft’ to lower 
our tax able or net income. No one 
should hav e trouble entering his 
items of g ross income. 
Interest which has been paid or 
accrued on 
indebtedness comes 
first. 
The only ex ception is when 
one pay s interest on another’s 
debt. 


Tax es on personal property and 
^eal estate paid in 19 27 are de­ 
ductible and so are state income 
tax pay ments. 
So are customs 
duties^ Admission tax es, too, but 
the g ov ernment insists that y ou 
must hav e kept an account of 
them all y ear long , which is g en­ 
erally too much bother 
Losses are deductible when in­ 
curred in a transaction entered 
into lor profit or in case of fire, 
storm, 
sl\ipwreck, 
flood, 
frost, 
other casualty or theft, whether 
connected with business or not, 
insofar as they are not cov ered by 
insurance 
Loss on a house or 
automobile purchased lor other 
than business use, for instance, 
may not be deducted. 
J ewelry 
stolen may be counted in. but 
jewelry merely lost may not. 
Bad debts, if incurred on money 
loaned with ex pectation of repay ­ 
ment, may be deducted. 
The Bu­ 
reau of Internal Rev enue asks for 
an ex planation of these with the 
return 
Contributions to chari­ 
table. relig ious, scientific, literary , 
educational or humane org aniza­ 
tions may be deducted up to 15 
per cent of net income ex clusiv e 
of them, but any one who deducts 
15 per cent for contributions had 
better be prepared to prov e them. 
It is necessary to list such con­ 
tributions on the return, of course,

** and allowances are g enerally 
non-tax able.

Trav eling ex penses when on busi­ 
ness are deductible, ex cept for 
commuters, but full statements of 
these should be attached to the 
return.

Two Killed and A nother Injured 
W hen Ohio River Steam er Has 
An Accident 


Point P leasant, W. Va., M arch 
3—(u.R)—Two 
m en 
were 
killed 
and an oth er w as seriously in ­ 
jured w hen a th rottle 
in 
th e 
boiler room blew out on th e Ohio 
river steam er, S enator Cordill, 
shortly before m idnight. George 
McElhose, 50, 
chief 
engineer, 
and George Letm an, 62. first as­ 
sistan t engineer, 
were 
killed. 
Roy Roe, 35, 
boilerm aker, was 
so seriously injured he m ay die. 
The th ree were alone in 
th e 
boiler room of th e vessel, w hich 
bad started on a trip to P itts­ 
burgh a fte r being laid up for re ­ 
pairs. Twto oth er m en had just 
left th e boiler room w hen 
th e 
accident ‘occurred. 
Escaping steam , striking cold 
air, was believed to have caused 
the th rottle to blow out.

F r o m P a g e O n e 
building is some two 
blocks— 
unless of course, the autom obile 
is adapted to slithering through 
m ud if the ground is soft - of 
m ounting hum m ocks and m ina- 
ture ravines w ith the adap tab il­ 
ity of a tan k if the ground 
be 
frozen. 
How else to get there we 
do 
not know. We do know why they 
called 
it 
the 
B utler 
"Field- 
House" instead of \ a Coliseum 
like Vincennes or just a com mon 
ordinary gy m nasium like R ush­ 
ville. It is a large house and 
it 
is built in a field. And w hen we 
say field we m ean 
just 
th a t. 
There are no houses near, there 
are no sidewalks near it, there 
are no decent roads approaching 
it, there is nothing but 
G od’s 
great outdoors n ature stripped to 
her w aist—and the B utler field- 
house. 
No street cars are nearer th an 
some five or 
six 
blocks 
and 
these cannot be caught w ithout 
transfers and long 
w alks 
be­ 
tween transfers. Doubtless buss­ 
es will be running on th a t day — 
but they will probably have 
to 
charge ex cursion rates to C in­ 
cinnati to break even on gas and 
oil bills. 
To say th at it is far out would 
be p utting it1 mildly . There 
is 
great danger to fans as we Yer- 


ily believe th a t the building 
is 
w ithin gun-shot of Chicago. We 
heard several reports from the 
northw est of the building 
and 
bin king, it was some m ore gang 
w arfare in th e Lake 
M ichigan | 
city , paid no furth er atten tion j 
to it.

We w anted very m uch to see 
inside of th e structure. We were 
disappointed. The only access to 
the building was through a sea 
of m ud.

or pedestrians. 
We alway s had th e im pression 
th n t B utler would open its new 
college nex t Septem ber w ith fine 
new buildings, a beautiful green 
cam pus and 
shady 
trees 
and 
walks. The stark fieldhouse in a 
tiny grove of barren trees is all 
we saw of th e enticing picture 
we had painted. M odern educa­ 
tion m ust have come to a sorry 
pass w hen the 
first 
building 
erected in a new college is 
a 
gy m nasium . 
P araphrasing a fam ous A m er­ 
ican G eneral who advised 
his 
m en to trust in God and keep 
their powder dry , we say to the 
team s who will play there "W ear 
gum -boots and keep y our bas­ 
ketball shoes arid.” As we looked 
across th e 
ex panse 
of 
sticky 
mud we could im agine, if 
the 
event was staged during a nice 
spring thaw , 
m others 
pulling 
daughters out of m ud-holes, fa ­ 
thers being jacked up from m ir­ 
ed down positions by im patient 
sons, and thouser 
legs, 
silken 
hose 
and 
dresses, 
beautifully 
spotted in browns and tan s by 
good old Hoosier clay . 
Pumps, ox fords, shoes and slip 
pers will all look alike if th e trip 
to the field house is m ade under 
the conditions we saw. All this

A lthough th e old cow barn was 
far from satisfactory in seating 
capacity 
and 
arrangem ents, 
w ith its direct connections 
by 
street car and train , w ith 
its 
great facilities for parking autos 
and allowing pedestrians room 
to walk, w ith 
its com parative 
downtown location and all round 
features, it looked like Paradise 
to us as we saw th e B utler field 
house from th e closest point we 
could reach, two blocks away . 
The prospect is not e n tra n c ­ 
ing. W hat is th a t, are we going 
to stay hom e and miss th e big 
show? Well, we should say NOT!

Few persons know that this 
peaceful Hudson river village is 
the birthplace of one of the 
most famous nicknames and 
trademarks the world has ever 
known. 


Uncle Sam, who was largely 


responsible for the 
feeding of 


the American forces during the 
War of 1812 was a native of Cat- 
skill, according to Charles A. El- 
liott, a grand-nephew of the 
famous "U. S." 


According to Elliott, this is the 


story of the origin of the nick- 
name: 


There were Samuel, Nathaniel 


and Edward Wilson, brothers, 
who were associated hi the meat 
packing business in the Hudson 
valley early in the 
nineteenth 


century. The countryside knew 
them as Uncle Sam, Uncle Nat 
and Uncle Ned. 


Samuel, who lived hi Troy, 


came to Catskill during the War 
of 1812 to take active part hi 


the firm established by Nathan- 
iel. They were under contract to 
supply beef and pork to the 
United States 
army, drawing 


their supply from Greene, Dela- 
ware-and other central New 
York counties. 


Many of the casks shipped 


from the Catskill dock bore the 
government mark "U. S." upon 
them. The nation was young 
then and the abbreviation of its 
name was not so common hi 
that day as hi this. 


So one day, when a boatman 


asked the man who was brand- 
ing a pork shipment what the 
two letters 
represented, the 


brander 
replied. "Why, that 


means Uncle Sam, the

Permanent Financial Committee 
when it convened here today. 


The committee is in charge 


of Monsieur Posposil, governor 
of the National Bank of Czech- 
oslovakia and is composed of 
eight of the leading bank and 
financial authorities of Switzer- 
land, Italy, England, Spain, Bel- 
gium, Germany, France and 
Holland. 


One of its principal tasks has 


come to be the approving of the 
projects for the financial recon- 
struction of various countries 
who ask the League's assistance 
to that end. 


The committee at the meeting

A continued movement of po- 


pulation from farms to cities 
but at a less rapid rate than in' 
preceding years is reported by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, 
U. S. 
Department 


of Agriculture. An increased 
movement from cities to farms 
is also reported. 


The bureau estimates that 1,- 


978,000 persons left farms last 
year, compared with 2,155,000 
in 1926, and 1,900,000 in 1925. 
Offsetting this movement, 1,- 
374.000 persons moved from ci- 
ties to farms last year, compared 
with 1,135.000 hi 1926, and 1,066,- 
000 in 1925. 


These figures show a net 


movement 
of 604,000 persons 


from farms to cities for the year, 
compared with 1,020,000 persons 
hi 1926, and 834,000 persons in 
1925. Only a small reduction, 
however, is shown hi farm popu- 
lation, an excess of births over 
deaths bringing the population 
to 27,699,000 persons on Jan. 1, 
1928, compared with 27,892,000 
on January 1, 1927, a decrease of 
193.000 persons, as compared'

sacrifice of the men who died in 
the suiken submarine S-4 after 
tapping their messages of des- 
oair from the bottom of the-sea 
is likely to result in the salvation 
of scores of their comrades in the 
future. 


Out of some 3000 ideas submit- 


ted to the navy for auick rescue 
of submarines and salvage of the 
submersibles themselves, 
there 


may be at least one sufflcienty 
feasible to reduce future loss of 
life in this perilous branch of 
the service. At any rate, the na- 
vy is proceeding on that basis 
and it is expected that the marly 
proposals received from Ameri- 
cans in all walks of life will be 
submitted to a technical board 
which will go over them careful- 
ly. All suggestions 
are 
being 


carefully catalogued and filed by 
Capt. D. E. Thele?n. technical 
aid to Secretary Wilbur. 


Many of the plans submitted 


are mere descriptions: 
some 


come with elaborate blueprints 
and drawings worked out by en- 
gineers. Manv are from 
cranks 


and manifestly absurd: 
others 


appear so plausible that careful 
study and actual tests may ba 
required to determine their mer- 
it. 


Suggests Hu?e Claws 


The drawing with this storv 


shows an elaborate plan which 
h?s aroused considerable inter- 
est amone some naval 
officers 


and members of Congress. It is 
the work of Garry M. Gorden, an 
engineer. 


Gorden has worked out devices 


designed to meet all sorts of 
difficulties presented by sunken 
submarines, but the main idea 
is that two pontoons, connected 
by great girders, would lower a 
series of huge claws attached to 
and controlled bv a drving bell, 
to pick ur> the sub and bring it 
to the surface. 


The pontoons, Gorden 
says, 


could be of any size 
desired—- 


perhaps each as long as the lar- 
gest ocean liner. The lifting pow- 
er would be supplied by hiree 
turbine generators within. The

with propellers so distributed as 
to prevent weather from inter- 
fering with operations, and the

Gorden reports that a large 


salvage company is interested 
in his device, believing that it 
may be of use in salvaging trea- 
sure from ships now sunk so deep 
that divers cant reach them. 


He has also invented a safety 


helmet for 
submarine 
crews 


which is to be tested oy the na- 
vy. Thjs is designed to equalize 
pressure with comoressed air 
and Is eouipped with chemicals 
to kill off carbon dioxide. This, 
be says, would enable men im- 
prisoned in sunken submarines 
to escape without other aid.
